County agency meets on Lompoc Dam study today 


The County Water Agency has had big days before, but the all-day meeting 
today ranks with the most important ones in many years. 
Vital matters affecting water supply and conservation for the entire county, 
and particularly Lompoc Valley, along with a major flood control issue are 
among the agenda items. 
The meeting opened at 10 a.m. this morning with Fifth District Supervisor 
Curtis Tunnell as chairman. Updating of county water plans to secure State 
Project water is up for review with South Coast water agencies warning of 
impending water shortages by the time, or before, state water is due to ar­ 
rive. 
The afternoon session gets underway at 2 p.m. with F. G. (Phil) Macias, 
U.S. Bureau of Reclamation official, presenting agency directors with the final 
draft of the Lompoc Narrows Dam feasibility report. 
Action could be taken today on the final draft of the feasibility report, it 
was learned. Robert Edmonston, water consultant to the agency, is expected 
to make a recommendation to the directors. Should the board action be affir­ 
mative, it is expected that the Water Agency would be the contracting agency 
with the Bureau on the project. 
A delegation expected to number approximately 200 persons will journey 
from Lompoc to the meeting today in support of the project. Robert C. Lilley, 
chairman of the Fact Committee for the Narrows Dam, will head the dele­ 
gation and make a statement before the directors. 
The $67 million construction project for the dam will provide water conser­ 
vation, flood control and recreational enhancement. Hearings on the prelimi­ 
nary report were held last summer and the comments and suggestions result­ 
ing from the hearings were incorporated in the final feasibility draft. 
Agency directors are also expected to make a decision on the U.S. Geologi­ 
cal Survey program for the coming year. 
The Agency will also receive an answer from the U.S. Bureau of Reclama­ 
tion on the investigation of flood control upstream from the potential Lompoc 
dam project. The Bureau states that this could best be evaluated as part of 
the Santa Maria - Sisquoc reconnaissance investigation which the bureau now 
has underway. 
The question had been raised as to whether or not the flood control upstream 
study could not be made a part of the Lompoc Project. Opposition to the latter 
suggestion had come from Lompoc Valley groups which felt that the Lompoc 
report should not be held up any longer. 
“ This investigation of multiple-purpose water development possibilities, em­ 
braces the southern portion of San Luis Obispo County, all of Santa Barbara 
and Ventura counties and the portion of Los Angeles County with the Santa 
Clara River Basin," E. F. Sullivan, acting regional Bureau director, ex­ 
plained. “ Such a reconnaissance appraisal might take as much as a year to 
complete. The availability of information from the Corps of Engineers predi­ 
cated upon their current flood damge reappraisal will have an important bear­ 
ing upon our findings and the report completion date. If we were to proceed as 
herein suggested, the results of our studies should be available in time for 
appropriate review prior to final consideration of the proposed Lompoc pro> 
ect." 


Pittsburg to Paris by auto? 


Bering Strait bridge is key

BERKELEY, Calif. (UPI)— Some day 
iter 1980 you may be able to drive 
rom Pittsburgh to Paris by way of 


l 50-mile bridge linking America and 
^sia at the Bering Strait. 
T.Y. Lin, internationally known en­ 
gineer, proposed the intercontinental 
ipan in a public lecture Monday night, 
le said lengthy studies indicate such an 
intercontinental span in the arctic is 
feasible and he has no doubt “ it will 
eventually be built." 
Now a consulting engineer and pro­ 
fessor at the University of California, 
Lin built hundreds of bridges in China 
during World War II. 
A bridge across the Bering Strait 
was proposed as long ago as the turn 
of the century, when railroad magnate 
Edward Harriman suggested it. Lin him­ 
self has studied the idea for 10 year. 
“ In my capacity as an engineer I 
happen to possess the technical know­ 
ledge to say such a thing can now be 
done, and I can put a dollar figure on 
it," Lin said. 
Preliminary studies have already beem 
made, indicating a cost of $3,000 per 
foot or a total of $800 million for the 
50 mile span. Allowing for unantici­ 


pated difficulties and inflation, Lin said 
$1 billion would easily cover the cost. 
Describing the bridge as a monu­ 
ment to “ peace, understanding and un­ 
ity" among peoples in both hemispher­ 
es, Lin said he would like to see the 
bridge built by individual contributions. 
Americans, Russians and others through­ 
out the world might contribute, he said. 
“ It has been called a dream," he said, 
“ but I think it is not so much a dream 
as a vision-and also a mission. Peopie 
will find we can do constructive things 
as well as ABMs and ICBMs." 


Although the bridge would not have 
a great immediate economic return, 
Lin believes the arctic regions will 
eventually be populated, with nuclear 
heat making life comfortable there just 
as electric air conditioning has made 
Arizona comfortable. 


Most scientists believe the Bering 
Strait was once a land bridge between 
the continents. The water depth is about 
150 feet, all the way across. 
Lin’s preliminary plan would be to 
sink steel piers at 1,000-foot intervals, 
Bridge sections would be constructed 
elsewhere and floated to the strait to 
be put in place. 
Election to fill Assembly seat 
could give either party edge

MODESTO, Calif. (UPI) — Republi­ 
cans laid their string of six consecutive 
special legislative victories on the line 
today in an Assembly race Democrats 
hope to win without a runoff. 
The special election could break the 
39-39 deadlock in the Lower House by 
giving either party a majority, but not 
the 41 votes needed to pass legislation. 
In an unusual show of solidarity, Dem­ 
ocrats united behind one candidate, E r­ 
nest Lecoste, 44, a Modesto attorney. 
Republicans divided their support am­ 
ong three major candidates. 
Modesto City Councilman Ray Simon 
and former mayor Peter W Johansen ap­ 
pear to be the front runners of GOP 
candidates, but grape grower Clare L. 
Bettyhill of Ceres could pull a sizeable 
rural vote. 
The prize is the Assembly seat vacat­ 
ed by Republican JohnG. Veneman, who 
resigned to become U.S. Undersecretary 
of Health, Education and Welfare. 
Veneman endorsed and campaigned for 
Simon. He hoped to transfer his voter 
attraction-approved in five elections— 
to the 37-year-old insurance adjuster. 
The glitter of the election was dim­ 
med during the weekend by the death 
of Assemblyman Alan Patee, R.-Salinas, 
in an automobile accident. 
Pattee’s death created the 39-39 stand­ 
off and requires another election-the 
third legislative special election this 


year-to decide which party will control 
ihe Assembly. 
Democrats poured money into Lacos- 
te’s drive. Top party officials, including 
national chairman Sen. Fred Harris of 
Oklahoma and California national com- 
mitteewoman Carmen Warschaw of Los 
Angeles, campaigned for him.

Lompoc City Council last night in­ 
dicated that it favors pursuing a pro­ 
gram of rejuvenating the downtown and 
removing housing blight in the city un­ 
der the auspicies of the federal govern­ 
ment’s Workable Program. 
At an informal dinner meeting last 
night, Council members met with Wal­ 
ter Slattery, representative of the Hous­ 
ing and Urban Development Agency for 
a detailed briefing on the government's 
Workable Program. 
As a result of the meeting, Planning 
Director Clint Sherrod was told to pre­ 
pare the city’s application for partici­ 
pation in the program in time for the 
application to be presented to council 
at the next regular council session, if 
time permits. Sherrod said this morn­ 
ing that he felt the detailed work in­ 
volved in preparing the application would 
require more time than that specified 
bv council. 
The Workable Program is a feder­ 
ally sponsored program whereby cities 
can gain financial support for definite 
projects aimed at upgrading sections 
of cities. 
In the question-answer session, Slat­ 
tery made it clear that recent changes 
in the program put the accent on action— 
not paperwork. He said that cities could 
qualify for federal assistance but that 
the cities must show that they have an 
action program designed to accomplish 
definite goals and that such programs 
must be initiated within a two-year 
period. 
Slattery said that Lompoc could qual­ 
ify for federal aid in constructing a 
civic center project in the downtown 
area but that in order to qualify for 
that aid, it must first get its Work­ 
able Program approved. 
The federal assistance would be in 
the form of recouping losses sustained 
as a result of rejuvenation projects. By 
way of example, Sherrod said that assume 
that a downtown rejuvenation project was 
initiated and that the cost of the project 
was $1 million but that the city could 
recoup only $500,000 of its investment. 
The federal government then absorbs 
three-fourths of the loss with the city 
being responsible for the remainder. 
However, the remainder could be ab­ 
sorbed by federal assistance had the 
city accumulated sufficient credits via 
other improvement projects. Credits 
could come from such improvements as 
the new fire station etc., Sherrod ex­ 
plained. 
Sherrod said that the application for 
membership in the Workable Program 
would include such local action projects* 
— Plan for rejuvenation of the down­ 
town area. 
— Concentrated building code enfor­ 
cement. 
— Identification of substandard hous­ 
ing and plans for bringing such hous­ 
ing up to building code mínimums.

Publishers call for study of 
role of regulatory agencies 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The president of 
the American Newspaper 
Publishers 
Association asked the press today to join 
in an insistent call on Congress to exam­ 
ine the “ whole role in government" of 
the federal regulatory agencies. 
In the annual address of the president, 
William F. Schmick Jr. told the 83rd 
ANPA annual convention that the admnv 
istrative agencies—the “ headless fourth 
branch 
of 
government" — had an 
enormous influence on activities of all 
business. 
Schmick, publisher of the Baltimore 
Sailor's epic odyssey 
ends in great triumph 


FALMOUTH, England (UPI) - The 
first man to sail nonstop around the world 
alone ended his epic 312-day odyssey 
today and toasted his triumph with sips 
of wine, whisky and cold beer. 
Then Robin Knox-Johnston headed for 
his first steps on land in almost a year 
and a steak dinner. The accolades of the 
nation and the world awaited him. 
Knox-Johnston, 
30, made the 29,500 
mile journey in 312 days. A high school 
dropout rejected by the Royal Navy for 
failing a science exam, he sailed his 
32»foot ketch Suhaili past Pendennis Point 
to the cheers of thousands on shore and 
on a flotilla alongside him. Many spec­ 
tators in Falmouth Harbor waved Union 
Jacks. 
A cannon fired from Pendennis Point, 
dominated by a castle Henry VIII built 
to deter French invaders, signaled the 
end of man’s first circumnavigation of the 
globe alone. 


A stiff northerly wind delayed his vic­ 
torious sally into Falmouth Harbor, 
where Sir Francis Chichester ended his 
lone round-the-world feat two years ago. 
But Chichester touched land along the 
way. 


Bearded and deeply tanned, 
Knox- 
Johnston said in a radio interview as he 
approached the Cornish coast that his 
first wish ashore would be to “ have a 
bath." 


He told a Royal Navy minesweeper 
sailing beside him Monday, “ I could use 
a beer." 
Knox*Johnston was the winner of the 
Sunday Times sponsored Golden Globe 
Round-the-World Nonstop Yacht Race. 
The other contenders were still far out 
to sea. 
The eldest of five children, Knox*. 
Johnston set out from Falmouth last 
June 14. 


Sun, said the general public was “ only 
vaguely aware of the existence of these 
agencies, let alone their power." 
“ To be sure," he said, “ these imple­ 
ments were created by Congress, but it 
is almost as if Congress hail forgotten 
them and left them to their own devices 
with little or no guidance. These instru­ 
mentalities have happened upon or as­ 
sumed increasing jurisdiction over maj­ 
or areas of public concern. 
“ These include finance, labor reli* 
tions, 
communications, transportation 
and trade. 


“ A paradox exists. The organization 
of these agencies challenges the most 
fundamental concept of our governmen­ 
tal system — the separation of powers. 
The challenge comes because they pos­ 
sess a combination of legislative, exec­ 
utive, 
and judicial authority, a circu­ 
lar kingdom of power and glory." 
Schmick urged the membership, rep­ 
resenting 1,037 
daily newspapers, 
to 
“ raise your voices with mine" in call­ 
ing on Congress “ to reclaim its consti­ 
tutional duty to make the laws. This would 
not n ean doing away with the adminis­ 
trative agencies; it would mean re-exam­ 
ining their whole role in government." 
The ANPA 
president cited several 
recent regulatory 
decisions affecting 
vital interests of daily newspapers and 
said they had been “ based on no known 
statute and certainly no expressed intent 
of Congress." 
“ These decisions represent a serious 
threat to an effective press in this na- 
tion," he added. “ They also are a threat 
to other businesses as well when these 
agencies enact policy, 
rather than im­ 
plement the policy established by Con­ 
gress . . . this can become a threat 
to the public interest,"

Israeli jet fighter-t\3mt>ers today des­ 
troyed Egypt’s early warning radar de­ 
fense system protecting the Suez Canal 
where United Nations Secretary Gen­ 
eral Thant warned that “ a vitrual stage 
of active war now exists.” 
An Israeli military spokesman in Jer- 
uselem said the planes striking inSouth- 
ern Jordan on the 21st Anniversary of 
Israeli independence knocked out Egypt’s 
only early warning stations against Is- 
real. Jordanian military sources in Am­ 
man predicted increased Israeli air ac­ 
tivity against the Egyptians. 
Thant, in a letter to the Security Coun­ 
cil made public today, said the U.N. 
cease-fire had all but broken down in the 
Suez Canal area where Israeli and Eg­ 
yptian forces have fought almost daily 
with tanks, artillery, mortars andmach- 
ineguns. 
Thant called the situation ' grave’’ 
but did not ask for i meeting of the Sec­ 
urity' Council. 
other Israeli planes attarkedtwo \rab 
commando headquarters in separate at­ 
tacks just south of the Syrian border. 
Jordan reported seven persons killed 
and 22 wounded in the three attacks 
and two Israeli planes shot down by 
antiaircraft fire. Israel said it lost 
one plane. 
Jordan called the raid> the heaviest 
in a year. 
The radar stations in southern Jor­ 
dan replaced those lost on the Sinai 
Desert during the Six Day War in 1967. 
Military sources in Ammen, Jordan 
predicted greater Israeli air activities 
against the Suez Canal region where 
there have been almost daily battles. 
An Israeli military spokesman said 
each of the radar stations was staffed 
by several platoons of Egyptian sold­ 
iers and possibly a company with build­ 
ings. communication centers and trans­ 
portation parks. 
The spokesman said the Egyptians 
would “ remain in the dark" about Is­ 
raeli aircraft activities for at least 
several weeks. He -aid the two stations 
were at El Mazar and Jebel Guwaiss- 
ant, t)oth 28 miles inside Jordan along 
Isreal’s southern end below the Dead 
Sea. 
Israeli military sources said two raids 
against Arab commando bases in Jor­ 
dan were aimed at preventing guerrilla 
attempts to disrupt Israel’s solemn Hem- 
emberance Day. The assault against the 
radar stations was another warning to 
Cairo against raids across the Suez 
Canal

—A poverty program lawyer 
suggested poor persons might 
be able to collect damages for 
the 
year 
they 
were denied 
benefits. 
—Welfare Secretary Robert 
H. 
Finch 
said 
some Nixon 
administration proposals now 
pending at the White House 
may have to be altered. 
—Sen. Walter F. Mondale, D- 
Minn., said the ruling should 
prompt 
nationwide standards 
for welfare payments. 
“ This decision 
makes 
the 
need 
to 
reduce the drastic 
discrepancies that exist among 
welfare payments in various 
states all the more pressing,” 
Mondale said in a statement. “ I 
hope that as a follow up to the 
court’s decision a system of 
national 
standards 
will 
be 
adopted.” 
Finch did not specify what 
administration proposals would 
have to be changed. He said he 
thought minimum federal stan­ 
dards “ are inevitable.” 
“ You have some 40 states, at 
least, according to the informa­ 
tion we got this morning that 
are just going to have to really 
scramble now . . . to meet the 
extra budgetary load that will 
be put on them by virtue of this 
decision,” Finch said. 
A spokesman for the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare said the decision could 
affect 
between 
100,000 
and 
200,000 persons not now eligible 
for welfare and could cost $125 
to $175 million more.

Lt. Col. Robert C. Riese, U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers, will 
present a flood plain informa­ 
tion report on the Santa Ynez 
River tomorrow to the Santa 
Barbara County Board of Su­ 
pervisors. The report will be 
given in the Supervisors’ cham­ 
bers at 2:00 P.M. 
The report was compiled by 
the Corps’ Los Angeles District 
and covers a reach of the Santa 
Ynez River beginning at Cachu- 
ma Dam and extending down­ 
stream to Buellton. A major tri­ 
butary, Alamo Pintado Creek, 
is also included. 
Because 
of increasing de­ 
mands for space throughout the 
Nation, industrial, residential 
and commercial developments 
have covered vacant land. Some 
of this development has taken 
place in areas highly suscep­ 
tible to serious flooding. 
Hardly a year goes by with­ 
out loss of life or serious pro­ 
perty damage from floods. Most 
of the loss can be attributed to 
unwise use of flood plains. 
To guide in the development 
of new areas subject to flood 
hazards, the Corps of Engineers 
assists 
State 
agencies 
and 
local governments in develop­ 
ing flood plain regulations. The 
Corps prepares reports out­ 
lining flood conditions and pro­ 
vides techinical assistance in i 
use of the data. 


U.S. Marines ambush 
Viet soldiers, kill 50

sprang

river in sampans and killed 50 
of them, military spokesmen 
said today. A U.S. warship and 
Marine artillery knocked out 
two North Vietnamese gun sites 
in 
the 
demilitarized 
zone 
(DMZ). 
American headquarters re­ 
ported an increase in the level 
of ground fighting Monday, with 
139 guerrillas slain in 10 battles 
up and down South Vietnam. 
American soldiers turned back 
an attempt to overrun their 
camp 
northwest 
of Saigon, 
killing 21 Reds. 
The battle 27 miles northwest 
of Saigon lasted but 15 minutes 
before the attacking Commit 
nists 
retreated under heavy 
bombardment 
from American 
warplanes and artillery, wpar 
communiques said. NoGIswere 
hurt in the fighting after dark. 
Leathernecks 
of 
the 
1st 
Marine Division sprang their 
ambush 16 miles southwest of 
Da Nang on the northern coast. 
They opened up with machine- 
guns, rifles and mortars and 
called in artillery strikes and

Pvt. Stephen Rowland, 22, 
who said he was a conscientious 
objector, testified he was placed 
in the stockade after he went 
AWOL

than 
go 
to 
Vietnam as a combat medic. 
Rowland said his father is a 
lieutenant colonel in the Air 
Force assigned as a nuclear 
chemist to the hydrogen bomb 
project at Alamogordo, N.M. 
(Officials at Holloman Air 
Force Base at Alamogordo said 
they had no Lt, Col. Rowland on 
any roster.) 
Under cross-examination by 
the 
Army’s prosecutor, Maj. 
John F. Novinger, Rowland said 
he entered the Presidio stock­ 
ade Oct. 12, two days before the 
sit-in demonstration which led 
to mutiny charges against 27 
prisoners. 
The defendants claimed they 
were protesting conditions at 
the 
stockade 
and 
the 
fatal 
shooting of a fellow inmate 
during an escape attempt. 
Rowland said he entered the 
stockade on a Saturday night, 
was visited by defense attorney 
Terence Hallinan Sunday morrw 
ing, helped plan the demonstra­ 
tion Sunday night and partici­ 
pated in it Monday morning. 
However,

said 
he 
and 
Hallinan did not discuss the 
demonstration. 
The wUness testified under 
direct 
examination 
that 
he 
refused to fire an M-16 rifle 
“ because I don’t believe in 
killing.” Under questioning by 
Novinger, it was determined 
Rowland qualified earlier as a 
sharp-shooter with the M-14, 


During questioning by Hallirw 
an, Rowland said he was a 
pacifist and was desirous “ of 
doing my thing” for the peace 
movement. 
Novinger asked if the soldier 
was doing his thing for the 
peace movement when he took

Rowland said the demonstration 
had nothing to do with peace, 
only conditions at the stockade. 


Novinger asked why Rowland 
and the other defendants made 
the peace sign with their fingers 
during the demonstration. 
“ I don’t know, sir ,” replied 
Rowland, the third defendant to 
testify at the current trial.

University of Southern Califor­ 
nia school of dentistry said 
Monday that “ the oral cavity 
ranks

genitilia in importance to the 
individual.” 
He discussed the psychologi­ 
cal care and handling of teeth- 
pulling 
Monday 
at the 99th 
annual meeting of the California 
Dental Association. Some 10,- 
000 dentists, hygienists, techni­ 
cians and students are gathered 
for the huge conclave. 
Dr. Koper said that natives of 
many nations regard loss of 
teeth 
as 
inevitable. 
“ The 
American dedication to a cult of 
youth makes it different here,” 
he added. 
“ The whole mouth is a very 
highly emotionally charged part 
of the body,” Dr. Koper added. 
“ At birth, it is already a highly 
sophisticated 
instrument 
for 
measuring sensations. 
“ If you’ve ever noticed when 
an infant picks up something, 
he first puts it in his mouth 
then he looks at it.” 
Dr. Koper said that because 
people regard their mouths as 
kind of “ holy area,” they resent 
dentists because of their “ intru­ 
sion.” 
Because of the psychological 
ramifications 
of 
dentistry, 
more and more schools “ are 
educating young dentists to be 
aware of the mouth and its rela­ 
tionship to the individual,” he 
said.

influential California Taxpay­ 
ers Association says legislative 
efforts to grant property tax 
relief may be coming at the 
wrong level of government. 
“ By concentrating upon Sa­ 
cramento for property tax relief 
we are forgetting that economy 
and budgetary control at the 
local level is a certain means of 
producing relief,” said Robert 
C. Brown, the group’s executive 
vice president. 
“County, 
city, 
school and 
special district budgets which 
use all of the property taxes are 
accessible to every citizen.” 
Brown issued his caution in a 
statement made public Monday 
and warned the legislature may 
be “ falling into a trap” in its 
efforts at tax reform. 
He released a report showing 
annual property tax levies for 
1968-69 at $4,690,557,861, a 
boost of 10 per cent over the 
1967 - 68 levies totaling $4,- 
236,096,403. 
Brown noted that three years 
ago the state extended state aid 
to schools totaling $200 million 
a year as an effort at property 
tax relief. 
Despite these at­ 
tempts, he said, property tax 
levies for schools increased 9.8 
per cent in 1968 and 11.47 per 
cent this year.

hopes their poor will simply 
move out.” 
“ By its decision, the court 
encourages welfare recipients 
to shop for the best deal,” he 
said.

“ We do not perceive why a 
mother who is sucking to make 
a new life for herself and her 
children should be regarded as 
less deserving than a mother 
who moves into a particular 
state in order to take advantage 
of its better educational facili­ 
ties."

handed California taxpayers a 
“ serious additional fiscal bur­ 
den.” He contended the decision

Clean Your Sewing Machine Now

Did you give your sewing 
machine a long, hard win­ 
ter? Then it’s time for a little 
spring cleaning, to keep it in 
good condition. Many women 
do most of their sewing in 
the first three months of the 
year, and give their ma­ 
chines a rest during the late 
spring and summer—and if 
you’re one of this group, it’s 
important to clean your ma­ 
chine before storing it. 


Most machines come with 
instruction manuals telling 
how' to clean and lubricate 
the mechanism. If you don’t 
have a book, you can get one 
at your sewing center. 


According to Jessie Hutton 
of the Singer Company, you 
should use the machine oil 
and the lubricant which are 
distributed by the manufac­ 
turer of your sewing ma­ 
chine. Other household oils 
are too heavy for a sewing 
machine. In addition, you 
will need a soft cleaning 
cloth and a lint brush which 
comes with the machine.

Ocean fishing from Avila has 
at last come into its own as 
far as salmon are concerned. 
Many lim its are being taken dai­ 
ly with fish running bigger now 
with some in the ten to 15 pound 
class. 
Harbor A ssociates of Avila 
reported there were 68 boats 
returning to the pier last week 
with 117 fish, 
including both 
silvers and kings, as fishing 
conditions improved. 
Bottom fishing has not been 
too good with an absence of 
fish locally. The Point Sal- 
A rea is still the best bet for 
larger cabe zone and ling cod, 
according to Johnny Wilson, 
who operates the ABC and Al­ 
askan party boats from Avila. 
Boats go out daily as long as 
there are enough passengers. 
R eservations can be made at 
White’s Tackle Store in Avila 
Beach. 
Surf fishing in the Océano 
Beach area has also improved. 
Some large barred perch are 
being taken. Sand crabs have 
been the best form of bait al­ 
though for some reason 
they 
seem to have become hard to 
find. Another excellent bait for 
surf fishing is clam, old stand­ 
by, 
while 
many 
anglers 
swear by salted mackeral, even 
to the point that they will even 
dye it with vegetable food color­ 
ing, While we have never tried 
colored mackeral, we do admit 
to coloring sand crabs and en­ 
joying a large m easure of suc­ 
cess. 
All in all, as long as the winds 
keep down 
we 
can 
expect a 
banner fishing year from boats, 
p iers and the surf. 
More attention will be focused 
upon the local trout stream s 
now and we would like to offer 
the 
following tip 
for fishing 
a lake, such as the new Lopez 
Dam, where the depth of the 
trout habitat is not known. 
On, say a four-pound test 
line, use a light swivel and 
attach to this a one<^und test 
leader with a sm all treble hook 
and three sm all eggs or cheese. 
Then, at the swivel, hook on a 
rubber band and make a knob 
of sugar fast to the rubber band, 
using this as a weight to get 
the line out. The sugar will 
dissolve, letting the bait sink 
slowly past the therm al stra­ 
ta where the trout, if present, 
may be laying. 
While this is happening watch 
the line carefully and as soon 
as it sta rts to peel off, set the 
hook. If necessary, two leaders 
can be used. 
We heard a report on Saltón 
Sea fishing from a group of 
local anglers who recently made 
a trip to that area. They, it was 
reported, were out of luck as 
few corvina or even sergow ere 
taken. The water there is warm ­ 
ing but fish just are not hitting. 
One reason for the slow cor­ 
vina fishing down the re, accord­ 
ing to DFG officials on the spot, 
is that the fish are actually stuf­ 
fed with sm all coaker and pile 
worms. As a result they are not 
interested in any sort of bait 
o r lure thrown at them by ang­ 
lers. 
Fish are scattered all over 
the w ater but not hungry. Also, 
the w ater tem perature is still 
on the cool side. In the past 


month the tem perature rose only 
two degrees with the bottom reg­ 
istering at 58 and the surface 
63 degrees. Corvina fishing is 
expected to pick up when tem ­ 
peratures rise to the 65 to 70 
range. 


A 15 and a half pound bass 
now holds the record for size 
in California w aters. It was tak­ 
en at M iramar Lake in San Die­ 
go County, beating the old re- 
cord of 15-pounds taken in the 
same area. 
The new record bass was cau­ 
ght by an angler fishing for trout 
using a number 16 treble-hook 
baited with cheese and fishing 
from the shore. The 25^4-inch 
monster was a Florida bass, 
one of the fingerlings flown 
to California in 1959, 
The part of an experiment 
with the Florida strain of bass 
had been tried in other lakes 
but so far has not proved an 
unmitigated success. As a re ­ 
sult, the DFG rei)orts it’s not 
too sure this is the answer 
to the bass fisherm en’s pray­ 
ers. 
Equal numbers of m arkedCal- 
ifornia and Florida bass were 
put into lakes in San DiegoCou- 
nty where every fish taken was 
checked. For every ten Calif­ 
ornia bass, only one Florida 
bass was caught. Maybe it is 
just a m atter of the Florida 
bass being the sm arter of the 
two! 


DFG D irector Ray Arnett re ­ 
ports the new anadromous fish­ 
erie s branch of the DFG is al­ 
ready embarked on an aggress­ 
ive program to improve and 
increase salmon production by 
15 million fish. These will be 
raised to 90 to the pound for 
the first time this year at the 
Coleman, 
Feather River and 
Nimbus hatcheries. The larg er 
fingerlings 
will be 
truck­ 
ed to release sites in the Rio 
V ista area, contributing to in­ 
creases survival rates. 
The DFG director also point- 
ed out that the fish screen pro­ 
gram has been accelerated with 
the Anderson-Cottonwood Ir r i­ 
gation D istrict screen complet­ 
ed at Redding and will be in 
operation when w ater diversion 
commences. Design work on the 
Glenn-Colusa diversion is well 
under way. In norm al, or dry 
years, 
it is estim ated this 
screen will save about 10 m il­ 
lion salmon fingerlings. 
Arnett said, in his report, 
that since the sport take of 
king salmon was reduced by cut­ 
ting the lim it last fall, the de­ 
cline of fish on the spawning 
beds eased and a slight in­ 
crease of spawning fish was 
found on the beds. This fact, 
coupled with the changed w ater 
conditions, and implementation 
of the various action program s 
now under way, was the basis 
for the recommendation not to 
seek a reduction inthecom m er­ 
cial take by legislative action 
at this time. 
Twelve and one half million 
salmon is a lot of fish— even 
if they are only yearlings and 
fingerlings— in fact it is 55 
tons of king and silver salmon 
which were planted in C alifor­ 
nia stream s by the DFG last 
year.

McLain is a close friend of 
Kenny Harrelson’s but he’d do 
it differently. 
If and when the time comes 
that Detroit tells him, “Get that 
twin engine of yours warmed 
up, Denny, we’ve just dealt you 
to the Mets,” he’s going to 
warm up his Cessna, check the 
weather over Long Island and 
take off for Shea Stadium. 
Not that the Tigers have any 
immediate thought of peddling 
their celebrated organ-playing 
sky-writing 31-game winner, but 
a guy never knows and when 
McLain heard about the six- 
man deal in which Harrelson 
was consigned to Cleveland he 
realized the same thing could 
happen to him sometime. 
“ I like Kenny, I think he’s a 
helluva guy and I can imagine 
what he’s going through now,” 
McLain said 
when news of 
Harrelson’s 
retirement 
an­ 
nouncement in Boston reached 
Yankee Stadium Sunday. 
“ My situation is different 
than 
his. 
He has a lot of 
business ties in Boston; I made 
sure not to get myself involved 
like that in Detroit. Purposely. 
For this very reason. It’s true 
I’ve been associated with many 
outside ventures...did you know 
I’m president of a firm now, 
yeah, Dyco Coverings Paint- 
...but if I ever have to leave 
Detroit I have nothing to hold 
me there. I gotta say I was 
surprised Boston traded Kenny. 
How can they trade a guy who 
knocks in 100 runs?” 
Easy. They traded guys like 
Roger 
Hornsby and 
Dizzy 
Dean who wound up the Hall of 
Fame. 
And how about Roger 
Maris? Everybody remembers 
what he did, and they traded 
him, too. 


“ But Harrelson is different,” 
McLain argued. “He carried 
their ball club all year. I don’t 
see how they can trade him.” 
“ The Red Sox need pitching 
now, especially with Lonborg 
and Santiago hurting,” a guy 
said. “They must figure they've 
got enough hitting. Billy Conigli- 
aro looks like he can play.” 
“ Billy Conigliaro may turn 
out to be the greatest hitter in 
history but two home runs don’t 
make him that,” Denny McLain 
said, still defending his buddy, 
Hawk Harrelson. 
“Can you ever imagine them 
trading you?” someone said to 
McLain. 
“ Why 
not?” 
replied the 
sandy-haired, 25-year-old right­ 
hander. 
“ If they came in now and told 
you pack up, you’ve just been 
traded, you’d go?” 
“No question. I’m no sacred 
cow. Naturally, I'd like to stay 
in the town I started in. Who 
wouldn’t? 
I’ve 
got 
a lot of 
friends in Detroit. Jim Camp­ 
bell (the Tigers’ general mana­ 
ger) is another reason. He has 
done more for me than any 10 
men I know. He always steered 
me right and kept me out of 
trouble several times. Not big 
trouble, little trouble, but I 
appreciate it. I have no illusions 
about where I stand though. 
Winning 31 games doesn’t give 


you any lifetime guarantee. I’m 
not the most loved person in 
Detroit, 
you 
know. 
That’s 
because I voiced my honest 
opinion. Look, if I think I’m 
right and they tell me to shut 
up, I’m not gonna shut up. It 
wouldn’t matter to me where I 
was, I’d speak up. Even in 
Paradise. If they want to trade 
me for that, there isn’t anything 
I can do about it.” 
McLain, who was beaten, 2-0, 
by the Yankees in Sunday’s 
nightcap 
and 
whose 
record 
stands at 2-2, gets a kick out of 
people who keep asking him 
how many games he thinks he 
can win this year. 
“If you start 40 times a year, 
you should be able to walk into 
20 wins with this ball club,” he 
says. “ The way they score runs 
there’s no telling how many you 
can win. A guy came up to me 
the 
other day and said “ Do 
you think you can win 30 again”1 
told him damn right I can with 
the kind of hitters we’ve got. 
They’re the best there is.” 
McLain isn’t really worried 
about it but Campbell says he 
hasn’t 
had 
a 
single 
trade 
inquiry about him in the past 
year and never even has given 
it a thought. 
Campbell adds this is no 
lifetime guarantee, of course. 
Denny McLain smiles at that. 
He knows there won’t be any 
for him even if he wins 31 
again.

A long-delayed 
Marine Sfci- 
ence Institute has been estab­ 
lished 
at UC-Santa 
Barbara 
following approval by the Uni­ 
versity Regents who met Thurs­ 
day and Friday at Berkeley. 
The Regent’s action follow­ 
ed recent approval by the Cali­ 
fornia Council on Higher Educa­ 
tion which had postponed the 
start of the Institute since last 
June pending a complete re­ 
view of all new research pro­ 
grams by state institutions of 
higher learning. 
Partial 
funding for the ma­ 
rine facility is expected to come 
from State sources, according 
to University officials. A direc­ 
tor will be chosen in the near 
future. 
The new Institute will coordi­ 
nate and promote both basic and 
applied research in the marine 
sciences, 
enhance 
teaching 
programs and be of service 
to the local community which de­ 
rives considerable income from 
marine mineral and fishery re­ 
sources, according to Dr. Gor­ 
don J. F. MacDonald, vice chan­ 
cellor for research and grad­ 
uate affairs at the Santa Bar­ 
bara campus. 
Dr. MacDonald, 
a member 
of the President’s Science Ad­ 
visory Committee, commented 
that had the Institute been in 
existence at the time of the oil 
spill emergency, “ it would have 
been able to swing into immed­ 
iate action, offering to those 
charged with handling the dis­ 
aster the expertise of its mem­ 
bers in marine biology, earth 
and physical sciences, and en­ 
gineering and economics,” he 
said. 
Marine biologist 
Robert W. 
Holmes 
of UCSB, one of the 
planners of the project, stated 
that the Institute’s 
scope is 
expected to be broadened in the 
coming months and years from 
a biological orientation to one 
encompassing a variety of envi­ 
ronmental studies. Research­ 
ers and students from the be­ 
havioral 
sciences, 
physics, 
chemistry, economics and en­ 
gineering will eventually be in­ 
volved. 
Nucleus for the new Institute 
is UCSB’s 
existing 
Marine 
Laboratory, a facility describ­ 
ed by Prof. Holmes as being 


unique in many ways. 
“ Of the nearly 80 marine lab­ 
oratories in the United States,” 
he said, “ only those at Santa 
Barbara and San Diego are at 
the seashore and locally part, 
of a large university campus.’' 
Also, 
he added, UCSB op» 
erates one of the few labora­ 
tories in the United States hav­ 
ing immediate access to deep 
sea basins; 
to a region of up* 
welling; to (until recently) un­ 
polluted offshore islands and 
coastal segments; and to two 
distinct marine plant and ani- ■ 
mal regions. 


“ In short,” he said, “ UCSB 
is the logical place for a ma­ 
rine institute.” 
Vice Chancellor MacDonald 
noted that the local community 
has repeatedly come to UCSB 
faculty for guidance and en­ 
couragement in the establish­ 
ment of a marine technology 
program, extension 
courses 
in marine sciences, and assis­ 
tance in expanding marine-ori­ 
ented education programs in the 
local schools. 


The Institute will also be a 
center for conferences, public 
lectures and colloquia, and will 
encourage a program of visit­ 
ing scholars. 
An added benefit would be the 
building of library resources in 
the marine sciences.

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Roads pay off 


The nation’s multibillion - dollar investment in the Inter­ 
state Highway System continues to pay off in its most impor­ 
tant benefit — the saving of lives. 
During 1967, 2.90 persons were killed for each 100 million 
vehicle miles of travel on Interstate freeways, saysthe Federal 
Highway Administration’s Bureau of Public Roads. This com­ 
pares with 5.66 on other roads. 
The 1967 Interstate fatality rate was a decline from 1966’s 
rate of 3.08. Death rate on all highways in 1967 was 5.34, 
also a decrease from the all-highway rate of 5.55 in 1966. 
Safest drivers? 


Old age brings enough problems without society adding others 
for no good reason. 
It has long been assumed by many traffic safety officials and 
insurance companies as well as most laymen that advanced 
years brought decreased ability to drive a car safely. The 
older driver was a hazard, who needed to be re-examined 
after he passed a certain age and perhaps be restricted. 
A massive study has demolished this myth entirely. 
Sponsored by the University of Denver and the Administration 
on Aging of the U.S. Department of Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare, the study examined the records of drivers in 30 states and 
the District of Columbia. This was not a sampling but a 
study of the TOTAL driver population in the 31 jurisdictions 
for which data was available. 
It was found that: 
-Although senior drivers (65 and over) represented 7.4 per 
cent of all drivers in the states surveyed, they were involved 
in only 4.8 per cent of accidents. 
—Senior drivers averaged 37 per cent fewer accidents than 
would exist if their proportion of accidents were in exact ra­ 
tio to their proportion of the driving population. 
-Senior drivers averaged lowest of all age groups in fre­ 
quency of injury - producing accidents—40 per cent below their 
proportionate share of the driving population. 
—In only one category — fatality - causing accidents — was 
the senior driver’s average just slightly lower than their pro­ 
portionate total of the driving population. This is explained

In rural areas, the Interstate fatality rate in 1967 was 3.68 
per 100 million vehicle miles; on other roads it was 7.53. In 
urban areas, the Interstate rate was 2.12, compared with the 
non-Interstate rate of 3.80. 
The nonfatal injury rate on Interstate highways was also one- 
third of the rate on other roads. 
Statistics can be boring, but not when we realize that these 
translate into thousands of persons alive today who might not 
otherwise be, and tens of thousands of others enjoying good 
health who might otherwise be hospitalized. 


by the fact that older persons are less able to recover from 
injuries than younger ones. 
But their fatal accident record was still 7 per cent less than 
could be statistically expected. 
-In state after state, senior drivers had the lowest accident 
involvement record of all age groups, and the larger their share 
of the population, 
the better their record seemed to be. 
In Minnesota, for example, where senior drivers represent­ 
ed 12.28 per cent of the driving public (highest of any state 
surveyed), they are on record with the best accident - avoid­ 
ance performance of any age group. 


The senior driver “ is almost error-free with respect to 
som e of the most disastrous driving errors,"saysJudge Sher­ 
man G. Finesilver, who headed the study. 
“Speeding, drunk driving and‘tailgating’are accident-produc­ 
ing causes, or errors, of which senior drivers are almost never 
guilty.’’ 
AOA Com m issioner William Bechill hails the study as “ a 
breakthrough which hopefully . . . will lead to a cessation of 
arbitrary practices and attitudes directed to older drivers 
and ultimately create fairer, more enlightened practices in li­ 
censing and insuring of older d rivers.” 
Already, the findings have moved Washington, D C., to revise 
its previous requirement that drivers take mandatory re-ex­ 
aminations upon reaching 65. The new re-examination age has 
been set at 70.

One of the nice things about the chess 
club opening was the number of fam ilies 
that turned out. 
Thursday, the chess players and their 
supporters will turn out again, same 
place, library, and same time, 7 p.m.

Special instruction in chess, the 
openings and other aspects will be pre­ 
sented by three strong chess players, 
Jim Nichols, Ralph Mills and Glen Dai­ 
ly. Plans are not completed yet, but the 
three have indicated those desiring the 
instruction will be divided into three 
groups: those who have no knowledge 
of the game; those who have som e know- 
ledge, but who really don't know the 
game; and those who would like to sharp- 
en up their game.

Under the gun 


When a recent Gallup poll found that the 
threat of a “taxpayers’ revolt,’’ bless­ 
ings be, is very real, this is the kind of 
discovery that brings everybody in Wash­ 
ington down off his stilts. 
A full 69 per cent in the canvas (seven 
in every 10) say Federal income taxes 
are “too high.” This is 17 points higher 
than the previous poll and the highest per 
centage of protesters in 17 years. 
“ The Nixon Administration had better 
do something about this” is the nation­ 
wide roar —and the warning — that runs 
through the replies. 
As recently as 1965 
President 
Johnson 
proclaimed 
his “un­ 
der $100 billion bud­ 
get.” The increase in 
only four years to 
$196.9 billion is a sav­ 
ing only in plans, not 
in 
taxes. 
It is also 
a saving of less than 2 
per cent. And the tax- 
paying peasants, sick 
and tired of paying through the nose, are 
seeking a great deal more than that. 
President Nixon states that he is ready 
to come around to their demands at the 
earliest feasible moment. But Congress 
is balking already. 
It is apparent that most Congressmen 
do not realize that the floor has moved 
beneath them — that the clim ate has 
changed and that the temper of the times 
is against them. 
They spend. We pay. They spend more. 
We pay more. And when they ride the 
gravy train, or play politics with the 
poor, 
etc., the taxpayers are getting 
madder than a polar bear in Texas. 
From one end of the country to the 
other I hear nothing but resentment that 
policies and programs, which begin as 
emergency measures, become fixed, fro­ 
zen and endless as a Washington custom. 
Old policies and programs never die; 
they just tax and tax away. And the chee­ 
ry sound you hear is our workers’ money 
clinking, 
clanking, 
clunking down the 
drain. 
Dr. Gallup finds that the cost of living 
and of government (taxes) are such a ma­ 
jor concern of the American people that 
now these rank ahead even of the Viet­ 
nam War. And in Mr. Nixon’s search for 
econom ies there are millions of suffer­ 
ing taxpayers who have some ideas of 
their own. 
First, knock the barnacles off the Fed­ 
eral payroll. Hey, that’s our money! 
There are at present 3,055,201 civilian 
Federal payrollers, 
excluding those in 
hush-hush 
agencies, 
like the Central 
Intelligence Agency, of whom the Civil

The Federal bureaucracy has increased

$28 billion last year out of our 
pockets, both ways. 
Either give the farm ers the money we 
send to Washington for them or let us keep 
it for ourselves.

Office finds that of the $7.5 billion spent 
by the Department of Agriculture only 
$3.3 billion goes to farm ers. The major 
$4.2 billion is eaten up by the govern­ 
ment overhead, bureaucratic salaries, 
domestic giveaway programs and foreign 
aid. 
Give the bum’s rush to the image- 
m akers. The GAO also finds that an 
identifiable 
6,858 
Federal employees 
are kept busy part or full time pumping 
out the good old puffs. In total, Big Broth­ 
er spent last year more than $452 mil­ 
lion of our money for public relations, 
news, etc., informing and persuading us 
around the clock. 


The first thing the Nixon Administra­ 
tion should do is fire about four out of 
five of these flacks. 
The Washington tax mattress is stuffed 
to the seam s with sim ilar padding — the 
places and cases are too many to list — 
and this is the first opportunity in many 
years to get burden after burden off the 
ready - to - revolt taxpayers’ backs. 
As the Gallup poll shows, the Nixon Ad­ 
ministration may be judged more than 
may be realized by its success or failure 
in achieveing this.

America. Today they get away with the 
capture of an American ship and its crew 
and now they have shot down an Ameri­ 
can plane, and with it, 31 American men. 
What h a p p e n s tomorrow?

Can anyone say the Communist actions 
and intentions are anywhere near being 
honorable? Those persons who feel all 
we have to do, to retain our freedom 
and way of life, is to sit back and not 
bother anyone, are the very people who 
will help spread apathy throughout this 
great nation; and apathy which willeverv 
tually bring America to her knees b*. 
fore a stronger, much harder working, 
and very evil power. 
Never, in all the annals of history, has 
a nation ever remained free who com­ 
promised and gave in so totally to its ene­ 
m ies as America does with the Commuh 
nists, A nation is surely on the down-slide 
when it begins to sacrifice principle and 
justice for the sake of peace.
